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: REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


GENTLEMEN : — Your Committee have endeavored legally 
and conscientiously to perform the duties of their office during 
the year now closing, and, they trust, with a measure of profit 
to the town in which, in common with you, they have enjoyed 
the exalted immunities of American citizenship. 

The following brief and separate report of each school, made 
from personal observation, to which: we solicit your careful at- 
tention, is most respectfully submitted : 

District No. 1.— Miss Helen Hardy taught both the 
Summer and Fall terms. She entered upon her duties with 
her usual energy, and being a good scholar herself, was able 
to lead her pupils along in their various studies in a way that 
interested them, and they made good advancement. During 
the Fall term some of the scholars became dissatisfied and left. 
but the committee have not yet learned that the teacher was 
in fault at all in the matter. 


District No. 2.— Primary Department. This dis- 
trict was very fortunate to secure the services of Mrs. Laura 
J. Winch, as teacher, for both Summer and Fall terms. The 
committee have placed great confidence in Mrs. Winch, ever 
since they became acquainted with her system of teaching and 
her ability to manage a school; and she fully sustained the 
reputation of a first-class teacher in each of the above men- 
tioned terms, which were the fifth and sixth which she has 
taught in the district. The order of her schools has ever been 
excellent, and her manner of instruction is of such a character 
that it is calculated to give good satisfaction to the patrons of 
her schools, and highly profitable to her pupils. 
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Senior DeparTMENT. —SumMeER Term. The teacher, 
Miss Neile M. Atwood, was very successful in gaining the 
good will of her pupils at the commencement of the term, and 
she was able, by her tact and skill in governing her school. to 
keep it completely under her control, and the closing examina- 
tion gave good evidence that the scholars had been well taught, 
and also, that they had applied themselves well to their studies. 

Miss Atwood also taught the Intermediate Department in 
the Winter. This school was well organized at the commence- 
ment, with thorough discipline, which was well maintained 
through the term. At the closing examination, the lessons’ 
were well recited, and gave good evidence that the teacher had 
been faithful in her labors, and successful in her mode of 
teaching. Writing and rhetorical exercises received particular 
attention. © 

SuNtIoR DsparTMeNT.~—-WinteR Term. ‘This school 
commenced and continued five weeks and one day under the 
care of Mr. Walter A. Donaldson. As the teacher had never 
been acquainted with the practical workings of the New Eng- 
land system of common schools. he experienced considerable 
difficulty in organizing the school, but with the advice of the 
committee he at length succeeded in arranging the various 
classes. At the commencement of the second week the com- 
mittee thought that the teacher gave too much prominence to 
the higher branches of study, and also, that he was neglecting 
the lower branches ; on this account, and for this reason, they 
excluded Latin, French, and Geometry from the school, and 
after that time these recitations were attended to after the 
regular school hours. But Mr. Donaldson was not able to 
satisfy all the patrons of his school. and many complaints were 
made to the Committee in regard to the school. and as they 
did not agree in opinion concerning these complaints, and the 
matter of continuing the school, an informal meeting was call-. 
ed to consider these subjects, and it was the desire of the ma- 
jority of those present, that the school should be discontinued. 
' Hence, for about two weeks this school was not in session. 
But Mr. A. A. Adams, the Prudential Committee, was for- 
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tunate, and, as the sequel proved, also the district, in securing 
the services of Mr. Henry H. Piper of Dublin, as teacher. 
Mr. Piper promptly appeared before your Committee, and in 
his examination was ready, accurate, and even brilliant. He 
entered the school-room both as instructor and master. His 
discipline was .firm but mild, his intercourse with his pupils 
respectful and courteous, his manner dignified without pomp, 
and his management judicious and skillful. Hence his effort 
was one of rare success. ‘The school in his charge for six 
’ weeks made rapid progress and improvement. It was orderly 
and quiet, and many of the students being well advanced and 
deeply interested in their studies. eviaced an enthusiasm in 
study and recitation alike commendable to themselves and 
their teacher. ‘he rhetorical and examination exercises at the 
close of the term, attended by a good number of the patrons, 
were of a high order and gave good satisfaction and pleasure 
to all concerned. 

District No 3.— Summer Term. This school was 
taught by Miss Jennie Mewton, a former resident of this dis- 
trict. Miss Newton is a very thorough scholar, and very 
systematic in her manner of teaching. Her scholars profited » 
by her instructions and acquitted themselves with much credit 
at the close of the term, and were able to tell the reasons of the 
answera given ‘They bore questioning in all their studies 
much better than is usual for scholars of their ages. The 
reading of the class in the National Fourth Reader, was very 
excellent indeed. | 

The Winter term was placed under the care of Miss Ada 
Fisher. This was her first attempt in teaching, and the ap- 
pearance of the school, at the first visit of the Committee, 
which was on th. third day of the term, gave evidence that it. 
‘was much easier for Miss Fisher to teach, than it was for her 
to govern, her scholars, and the Committee were not surprised 
to be called to visit the school again when it had been in ses- 
sion only a short time. Previous to this second visit of the 
Committee, some of the district had become somewhat dissatis- 
fied with the school, and had withdrawn their scholars, and 
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the number of pupils continued to diminish until there were 
less than one-half as many as there were at the beginning of 
the term. The scholars that were present at the closing ex- 
amination were very orderly, and appeared well in their recita- 
tions, with the exception of speaking low. 

District No. 4.— Summer Term. Miss Emma F. Col- 
burn, of Troy, teacher. At the first examination, both teacher 
and pupils appeared well interested in their appropriate duties, 
and the appearance of the school at the close of the term sub- 
stantiated the opinion formed by the Committee at their first 
visit. This was Miss Colburn’s first experience in teaching, 
but she displayed considerable energy and skill in the manage- 
ment of the school. The pupils showed by their answers that 
they understood what they had learned, and were well ac- 
quainted with the ground which they had passed over in their 
studies. They appeared very well for scholars of their age. 

The second term in this district was taught by Miss Alice 
M. Gale, who was, also, a beginner in teaching. But Miss 
Gale gave good evidence that she had not mistaken her calling, 
for she exhibited the natural, as wellas the necessary acquired 
qualifications of a good teacher, and was successful, both in 
teaching and governing her pupils, who appeared very well 
whenever the Committee visited the school. 

District. No. 5.— The only term in this district was held 
in the Autumn and early Winter, aud was taught by Miss 
Clara E. Uardy, a teacher of considerable experience. The 
Committee were well pleased with the appearance of the school 
at the first examination. Good order prevailed, and both 
teacher and scholars were heartily engaged in their work. 
The notice of the closing examination failed to reach the Com- 
mittee to whom this school was assigned, but upon the testi- 
mony of citizens of the district, the school is reported to have 
been successful. 

District No. 6.— Miss Emma M. Lovering taught the 
only term whica this district had during the year. The school 
was small in number, but the teacher was energetic in her la- 
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bors, and her energy was responded to by the scholars, who 
were well interested in their studies, and they made good pro- 
gress. 

District No. 7.— Miss Anna EK. Proctor had the care 
of both terms of school in this district. Although Miss Proc- 
tor commenced the Summer term without any previous ex- 
perience in teaching, she seemed anxious to do her duty as a 
teacher, and succeeded in having a good school. The scholars 
of this district are well disposed and applied themselves credi- 
tably to their studies. 

The second term was similar to the first, though of the two, 
it was the better. Good order prevailed whenever the Com- 
mittee visited the school, and at the closing examination the 
recitations were generally good. Considerable attention was 
paid to rhetorical exercises. Weare happy to report both of 
these terms of school successful. | 

District No. 8.— Summer’ Term Miss Nellie L. 
Richardson, teacher. At our first visit we found the school 
well organized, and under the care of a teacher of much ex- 
perience, and who understood her work well. The school was 
orderly, but some of the pupils did not seem to take so much 
interest in their studies as they ought. This lack of interest 
was without doubt owing to the youthfulness of the scholars, 
rather than to any mental deficiency. We think that they 
overcame this want of interest while the school was in progress, 
as the school appeared well without exception at the closing 
examination, and the teacher and scholars acquitted themselves 
with a commendable degree of credit. | 

Fait Term. — The school convened at this time under very 
favorable circumstances, being fortunate in having secured the 
services of an experienced teacher, Miss Alice E. Gates, who 
succeeded in keeping this school worthy of the good reputation 
it sustained during the previous terms, and marked improve- 
ment was evident, at the close of the term, in some of the 
studies pursued, especially in reading. 

The Winter term was commenced by Miss Gates, who 
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taught the previous term, but she was obliged, on account of 
sickness, to leave the school, and Miss Helen Hardy took her’ 
place. During the visits of the Committee the order and the 


recitations were good. The questions fro;a Adams’ Arithmetic 


were answered ina practical mauner. Rhetorical exercises’ 
received due attention in this school. We are of opinion that: 
this district bas had a profitable school year, and been very. 


fortunate in securing the services of first-class teachers. 
A few practical remarks will terminate this report. While 


it is our candid opinion that the general suczess and prosperity : 


of our schools for the past year have ranked above medium, 
still, we are convinced that we can have and ought to have 
better ones. ‘The session of a good school is seldom too long,

while that of a poor oue is never too short. ‘The value of the: 


former cannot be estimated in dollars and cents. Its influence, 
co-extensive with the mind, is perennial and imperishable. 
And what subject should more deeply weigh upon the heart 
of the parent, the patriot, the philanthrophist, and the Chris- 
tian, than the right education of the young? We emphasize 


the adjective RIGHT, since the mind of the child is like wax 


‘to receive, and like marble to retain, the impressions made 


upon it. What so ensures the harmony of the domestic circle, | 
the prosperity of the community, and the integrity and stabili-- 


ty of the Republic, like a right education of the entire man? 


The practical question is. How can we best elevate the 


standard of popular education? We answer: First, let all 
learn and feel the just importance of this subject theoretically 
and practically ; and then, secondly, act accordingly. Our 
views should be broad and intelligent, and our ideal high. 
Facts, observation, reflection, and experience will do much for 
their proper attainment and formation Now, when attained, 
let all do their duty, according to the best of their ability. and 


grand will be the results And what are some of the items: 


of this duty ? 

1. Let parents and guardians take a greater interest in the 
studies of the children and youth. Their personal influence 
is needed in the school-room to aid both teacher and pupils in 
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their noble work. This should be afforded by visiting the 
school once or twice at least each term, thus manifesting their 
interest, not in seeking to pick flaws and find fault in the spirit 
of the cynic, but courteously and kindly to suggest privately 
to the teacher those things that would be a real improvement. 

2. Let the Prudential Committee insist not upon obtaining 
the cheapest but the best teachers possible. There is a vast 
difference between a teacher who is barely legally qualified, 
and one of superior and first-class qualifications. As is the 
teacher, such, usually, will be the school. ‘et them see that 
the teachers whom they hire do their work in an efficient and 
satisfactory manner. They should see that the school-room 
is pleasant, well ventilated, and in every way comfortable 
and healthy. in Summer and Winter, and that it is well sup- 
plied with suitable apparatus for the best interests of the 
school. In the school-rooms of this town there is manifest a 
sad lack of g'obes. maps, charts, and dictionaries. Clocks and 
thermometers are useful in the school-room, but we are almost 
wholly destitute. 

3. Let teachers appreciate the weight of responsibility 
which devolves upon them. Teaching is both a science and 
dn art. and progressive in both regards. It is a great thing to 
be a first rate teacher. [s it important to have good farmers 
and dexterous artisans? to have sound lawyers and skillful 
physicians? to have hmest merchants aud sterling, incorrupti- 
ble men to make and enforce our laws? How important then, 
the office of the teacher, who so largely moulds the character 
of the persons who compose all these several classes! Among 
the many excellent books useful to teachers as aids in their 
work, we would recommend Prof. D. P. Page’s ‘‘ Theory and 
Practice of Teaching.” and Prof. 4. Orcutt’s ‘ Teacher’s 
Manual.”’ 

4, Finally, let all continually recognize the common schools 
and the Holy Bible as among the fundamental guaranties of our 
American freedom, purchased and defended with vast outlay 
of precious blood and treasure, and brighter, more beautiful. 
and sublimer will grow our nation’s history, while to the last 
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generation the principles we cherish will be inherited and en- 
joyed as a most precious boon.
